On Monday afternoon, about 3 
'clock, the tow boat John Mackey 
ndertook to tow a derrick boat be- 
longing to the U. S. Government 
n the river, and when it reached 
St. Clair street bridge, the 
boom of the derrick had been care- 
ly left so high that it struck the 
main gas pipe which supplies the 
South Side, and which is suspended 
underneath the bridge, crushing 
and breaking it in two like an egg 
shell and pulling out two expansion 
joints and breaking a third. It then 
struck the floor of the bridge and 
lifted that structure about a foot, 
tearing the beams and planks loose. 
But for the fact that the boom 
broke about this time, there is no 
ubt but that the bridge itself 
Did have been badly injured, if 
not totally destroyed. 

It seems passing strange that the 
officers in charge of the boat did 
not stop it at once aud back away, 
a- soon ;is it was found that the 
boom was too. high. On the con- 
raty they reeklOMly went on their 
vay regardless of the damage. 

The crushing of the gas pipe re- 
leased a vast volume of gas and 
forced the cutting off of the supply 
at the works until workmen could 
reach the cut off at the bridge. A

He was a child of the covenant 
of God with his people. He was 
born into a Christian home; grew 
up in the atmosphere of a pious 
parentage; and.

THE SENTINEL PINE. 



Ti.rilli;..- and of ten disastrous ex- 
periences befall those who go down 
to the sea In ships in the North 
Atlantic because of encounters 
with icebergs. Concerning these 
difficulties and dangers which best 
the voyager on every side on ac- 
count of "The Peril of the Ice- 
bergs." P. T. McGrath writes the 
opening article in the June Mo- 
Clure's. Every winter season 
brings a train of mishaps and dis- 
asters to the Atlantic shipping, due 
to these wandering terrors of the 
ocean. No other great trade route 
suffers from this peril, the most 
deadly the mariner has to reckon 
with.
